One of the extraordinary stories of the war thus far is this 
account of the wanderings for 43 days in the Solomons of Lieu- 
tenant Hugh Barr Miller Jr. of the United States Navy and a 
former football player for the University of Alabama. For 30 
of those days, seriously wounded, he was the only American on a 
small Jap-infested island. 

He decided to live; promised the Almighty that if it rained he 
would get up and go on, killed Japs who hunted him; took arms 
from their bodies to attack other Japs. 

After his eventual rescue he told the story to his commander, 
J. Harold Wellings, of Wellesley, Mass. Their ship, U. S. S. Strong, 
a destroyer, was torpedoed. As soon as the men were off the 
sinking ship, Commander Wellings ordered his officers, including 
lieutenant Miller, to jump from the fo’c’stle themselves. The

C. of C. Urges 
U. S. Sales Tax 


A resolution favoring a nation- 
wide sales tax “without exemp- 
tions” and opposing increase of 
individual or corporation income 
or excess profits taxes has been 
unanimously adopted by the board 
of directors of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce and forwarded 
to the Georgia delegation and 
members of the Ways and Means 
Committee of congress. 

The resolution, forwarded to 
congress yesterday, states that 
while fully realizing the impor- 
tance of controlling inflationary 
forces, the board does not feel any 
proposal to increase individual or 
corporation income or _ excess 
profit taxes meets this need: “be- 
cause such increases would not 
strike at the real point of any 
inflationary gap” and “because the 
point of diminishing returns 
through income taxation has been 
reached.” 

The resolution said such a tax 
most nearly reached the “infla- 
tionary gap”. and supplements 
rather than overstrains the prin- 
ciple of income taxation. 

Stating the vital necessity of 
reserves for postwar conversion 
requires thoughtful consideration, 
the resolution said “under the 
present rate of taxation, busi- 
nesses cannot accumulate or lay 
aside reserves with which to meet 
postwar problems and be in posi- 
tion to give maximum employ- 
ment to labor under a postwar 
economy,” and recommended 
elimination of “unessential non- 
war expenditures, overlapping and 
unwise, expenditures and person- 
oe which is not absolutely essen- 

al.”

“Fighting of the past few days 
has demonstrated that Hitler’s 
fortress Europe is not a bluff, but 
a mighty citadel which will re- 
quire terrific and costly battering 
to reduce.” 


Seize Riardo. 


The Nazis, he said, have concen- 
trated vast numbers of 88-millime- 
ter guns and heavy mortars along 
the new front and are laying down 
a deadly fire at every point of 
approach. It’is not at all unlike- 
ly, Kennedy declared, that the 
Germans will launch a major coun- 
ter-offensive in Italy. : 

The latest Allied communique 
reported the capture of Riardo, 11 
miles northwest of Capua, by 
American troops of Lieutenant 
General Mark W. Clark’s Fifth 
Army, and the seizure of the towns 
of Torella del Sannio, Mafalda and 
Castelmauro ‘by the British Eighth 
Army in the central and eastern 
sectors of the battle line. “Our 
progress is satisfactory,” the A\l- 
lied bulletin added. 

Taking advantage of increasing 
strife between Yugoslavia’s two 
military factions—the guerrillas of 
General Draja Mihailovic and the 
Partisans of General Josip Broz 
(Drug Tito)—the Germans have 
sent motorized and armored forces 
smashing into the hills in an effort 
to wipe out both forces. 

King Peter’s Yugoslav govern- 
ment in exile in Cairo expressed 
regret at the “unfortunate schism” 
between the patriot forces, and 
promptly added fuel to the flame 
by accusing Tito’s faction of 
“treachery.” The British in Cairo, 
caught in the middle, said wearily 
that both sides probably were 
wrong. 

Chinese Lash Japs. 


Chinese forces in the Burma 
border region of Yunnan province 
were reported to have launched 
strong counterattacks against the 
Japanese ,in several sectors and to 
have inflicted heavy casualties. 
American planes, including four- 
engined Liberators, were giving 
the Chinese important assistance 
in repelling the Japanese offensive 
which began nearly a month ago. 


In the only air activity reported 
yesterday over the continent, RAF 
and Dutch Mitchell medium bomb- 
ers and fighter-bombers raided the 
docks at Cherbourg, France, with 
the loss of one bomber. 


A Polish underground radio sta- 
tion broadcast a report that the 
entire Jewish population of Lwow, 
one of Poland’s biggest cities, had 
been annihilated by the Germans, 
partly in gas chambers. 


Swedes Balk Nazis. 

Germany told neutral Sweden 
yesterday that “military disposi- 
tions in the Skagerrak” neces- 
sitated a halt of Swedish “safe 
conduct” ship traffic between 
Goeteborg, Sweden, and the Amer- 
icas., 


This traffic, previously  ap- 
proved by both London and Ber- 
lin, normally consisted of about 
five steamers a month plying be- 
tween Goeteborg and ports out- 
side the German zone of control, 
chiefly in South America. The 
vessels brought Sweden a sizable 
portion of her foodstuffs, oils, fats, 
wool and other needed materials. 

Berlin’s notice came in a pe- 
riod of tension between Sweden 
and Germany which reached a 
new crisis last week when a Ger- 
man fighter shot down a Swedish 
passenger plane off the Swedish 
coast, 

Secretary of War Stimson told 
a press conference the Germans 
in southern Russia faced a defeat 
that might reach the proportions 
of a military disaster, and added 
that “undoubtedly ‘the success of 
the Allies in Italy and the air 
offensive against Germany from 
England has had a great ef- 
fect ...” He said American air 
losses over Europe had averaged 
under five per cent. 

A Reuters dispatch datelined 
“Inside Europe” and credited to 
an unnamed special correspondent 
said that “far-reaching changes 
may be expected inside Germany 
within the next fortnight and they 
will affect the entire war situa- 
tion.” 

Interviewed at a hospital in

Dr. Storey, 68,

Dr. Thomas Andrew Storey, 68, 
widely known public health doctor 
and professor of social hygiene at 
Stanford University, died Wednes- 
day night in a private hospital 


The body will be sent to Palo 
Alto, Cal., for funeral services and 
burial, under the direction of H. M. 
Patterson & Son. 

Surviving are his wife and three 
daughters, Miss Margaret Storey, 
curator of the museum of natural 
history at Stanford University; 
Nrs. Albert W. Snoke, of Roches- 
tc., N. Y., and Dr. Marion Storey 
Emerson, of Rochester. 

Dr. Storey had been in Atlanta 
for the past year as special con- 
sultant for the American Social 
Hygiene Association, a position he 
had held since his retirement as 
general director of the school of 
hygiene at Stanford. He was work- 
ing with *he city and Army health 
officials in the anti-venereal dis- 
ease campaign here. 

A native of Burden, Ky., Dr. 
Storey was graduated from Stan- 
ford in 1896, and received his 
M. A, degree in 1900 and his Ph.D. 
in 1902. He received his M. D. 
degree from Harvard Medical 
school in 1905. He was married in 
1898 to the former Miss Parnie 
Olive Hamilton, of California, a 
Stanford graduate of 1898. 

From 1902 until 1906, he was as- 
sistant professor of hygiene at 
Stanford, and from 1906 to . 926 
was professor of hygiene at the 
City College of New York. He re- 
turned to Stanford in 1926 as di- 
rector of the school of hygiene.

The full facilities of the Atlanta federal penitentiary and 
the co-operation of its staff of expert prison officials have 
been offered toward helping Georgia model a state correc- 
tional institution along the lines of the federal prison. 


Warden Joseph W. Sanford, of 
the federal penitentiary, offered 
“any assistance we may be able 
to render” as he conferred yester- 
day with Wiley L. Moore, state 
director of corrections. 

He offered the co-operation of 
his staff in helping Georgia install 
modern industrial plants at Tatt- 
nall. 

“Prisoners of the federal] peni- 
tentiary are earning money for the 
institution and are permitted to 
earn pretty good salaries for them- 
selves,’ Moore commented, adding 
that money earned by the prison- 
ers was sent to their homes. “As 
soon as we can obtain machinery, 
we plan to establish a number of 
plants at Tattnall, so that the in- 
mates may be taught a trade, and, 
at the same time, make the institu- 
tion more self-sustaining.” 


Moore said the industrial plan 
now in operation at the federal 
penitentiary is “very fine.”

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Another Billion 

President Roosevelt’s proposed program of 
free education for all men and women dis- 
charged from the armed services after six 
months’ service or longer cannot be criticized 
on the ground of excessive liberality, in so far 
as justice to the boys who, many of them, inter- 
rupted their education to serve, is concerned. 

We are all agreed there is nothing we can 
do when the men who fight return to civilian 
life which will constitute excessive recognition 
of their services to the nation. 

However, it is easily possible that the desire 
to be generous to the veterans of this war can 
overstep bounds of reason. Already there have 
been proposals in congress to give each honor- 
ably discharged soldier or sailor $1,000 in cash, 
six months advance pay, lifetime pensions and 
other financial benefits. 

The educational plan submitted by the Pres- 
ident to congress, and drawn up by a group of 
educators formed by the White House, is a 
good and intelligent plan. There is, as the 
President stated, a moral obligation to provide 
necessary vocational training so that ex-service 
men and women shall not be handicaped in 
entering gainful pursuits as civilians. Further- 
more, if present prospects for an increase in 
industrial productivity after the war are real- 
ized, there will be heavy demand for trained 
men and women workers. p 

The plan is estimated to cost one billion 
dollars. Just one more billion to add to the 
national debt, already mounting toward $200,- 
000,090,000. 

It would seem only fair, though, that ex- 
service men and women -who take advantage 
of this offer of free education accept it in 
lieu of, instead of in addition to, a commensu- 
rate portion of that financial bonus, or re- 
muneration, which congress will undoubtedly 
approve. 

That plan would be fair not only to the 
nation and to its taxpayers, but to their erst- 
while companions in arms, also. 

The boys and the girls who wear the uni- 
forms of the armed forces deserve all we can 
do for them, but let us not go so wild in gifts 
that we ruin the national economy and drag 
them, as well as ourselves, into a new era of 
economic depression.

Knox’s Wise Words 


Secretary of the Navy Knox, a Republican 
in the cabinet of a Democratic President, de- 
clared in a Navy Day address it is vital to 
our war effort that political partisanship “end 
at the water’s edge.” 

International policies, said the secretary, 
- must be kept out of the coming political cam- 
paign. We must confront the rest of the world 
“united and undivided,” he continued, and 
urged adoption of an identical declaration of 
international policies in both Democratic and 
Republican platforms for 1944. 

Knox is, of course, entirely right. It is the 
chief weakness of America, in regard to her 
unavoidable participation in world affairs, that 
there are always some recalcitrant congres- 
sional members who will persist in illogical 
disruption of all proposals regarding interna- 
tional policies, regardless of the effect their 
pronouncements, usually based upon ignorance 
and. provincialism, may have upon other 
nations, 

It is unfortunate, but there is in this country 
a type of professional politician that considers 
its own triumph at the ballot box more im- 
portant than victory for our armies in the 
war or maintenance of world security and 
world peace after the fighting is done. 

Most leaders, both Republican and Demo- 
crat, will agree fully with Secretary Knox’s 
views. These leaders would perform; a service 
of inestimable value, both to the world and 
to their own country, if they could muzzle and 
gag the irresponsible few until the war is won 
and the form of world peace settled.

Rather Surprising 

It is somewhat surprising to read, in an 
article in The Saturday Evening Post by Vice 
President Wallace, his condemnation of a 
“policy of scarcity” in regard to industry. The 
surprising angle is that not so very many years 
ago, when Wallace was Secretary of Agriculture, 
he was the spearhead of an administration 
policy of scarcity in regard to agriculture. That 
was the time when the little pigs were sacri- 
ficed, and farmers were restricted as to the 
acreage they could plant in various crops. 

In so far as his present views are con- 
cerned, The Constitution agrees fully with the 
Vice President. He advocates for postwar 
America fullest possible encouragement to 
private industry, especially the small business- 
man, arguing that _the initiative of the indi- 
vidual American is the best possible assurance 
of full employment and continued prosperity 
for all of us. 

He denounces, without equivocation, any 
tendency toward nationalization of industry, 
exempting only those developments of natural 
utilities which themselves aid and encourage 
private industrial enterprise. He cites the TVA 
as example of what he means, 

Undoubtedly, the surest road to mainte- 
nance of-the America idea, the idea of fullest 
liberty for the individual consistent with public 
welfare, lies along the line of granting as much 
freedom as possible to private business enter- 
prise and in encouraging business and indus- 
trial initiative to take legitimate risks. 

Perhaps Vice President Wallace has changed 
his ideas on economics since the days when he 
was Secretary of Agriculture. If so, the change 
is all to the good. 

But it still seems strange to read where 
scarcity economics are utterly denounced by 
the man who was chiefly responsible for the 
slaughter of the little pigs not so long ago.

After-War Home Building 

The American Builder, trade publication, 
after a survey of the present housing needs 
of the nation and estimating probable require- 
ments a few years hence, predicts the con- 
struction of a minimum of a million private 
homes a year for the period immediately fol- 
lowing end of the war. This activity, plus the 
building of new factories, commercial struc- 
tures and repairs on old buildings, will take 
its place among the job-creating industries 
when peace succeeds war and men and women 
now in the armed forces return to private life. 

Pointing out the average dwelling built in 
1941 cost $3,980, the magazine said: “It is 
assured the postwar market will start at about 
the same figure, so that a million homes would 
create a $4,000,000,000 market.” 

Listed among the reasons for sharply in- 
creased residential building are: Accumulated 
savings, increased purchasing power and an 
acute shortage. Postwar homes will be vastly 
more attractive and equipped with all up-to- 
date devices for comfort, it is stated, and 
liberal long-term home financing, with pay- 
ments based on what is usually paid in rent, 
will make home owning an easy matter for 
the average family. ® 

Bror Dahlberg, of Chicago, a nationally- 
recognized housing authority, said “Houses can 
be completely fabricated in a factory and set 
up on a lot in a few weeks, without losing 
individuality and at a lower cost than the 
former plan of engaging an architect to design 
and a contractor to build the type of dwelling 
desired.. After the war the prospective home- 
owner can select the size and type of house 
desired from a catalogue containing dozens of 
illustrations and specifications, and his builder 
can erect it for him in a short space of time 
and at less expense than under the old 
method.”

There are many “socially-conscious” reformers and uplifters, 
some of them in Washington, who are deeply troubled by the in- 
justice, unfairness and economic discrimination suffered by the 
colored people. In newspapers and magazines and by radio they 
picture the Negro’s misery and chide our heartless people for their 
prejudice or indifference. 

Now injustice and unfairness and callous abuse of power 
and cold indifference to the misery of others are evils that are not 
debatable. They are inherently wrong and we all know it. 

But these reformers who weep for the colored people are guilty 
of an oversight that makes their big-hearted zeal for justice seem 
a little suspicious. What they do, or fail to do, speaks louder than 
what they say. 

Those who truly hate injustice hate it wherever it appears. 

But these reformers who weep for the colored people have not 
spoken a word in behalf of the poor white men who are robbed and 
virtually enslaved by crooked labor bosses. The fact that free men 
are held in virtual peonage and forced to obey orders and pay 
tribute under threat of losing their right to work does not seem to 
disturb them at all. 

Neither have they spoken a word or made any effort to lessen 
the suffering of poor white people who work in our new war fac- 
tories. Drawn from rural sections by the promise of big money 
and easy living, these people are herded into tent camps and trailer 
camps and denied everything that makes life bearable. They have 
little or no sanitation; they can’t get doctors; they roast in summer 
and freeze in winter. They can’t find enough food, and what they 
get is priced far above the lawful ceiling. They have no recreation, 
no school for their children, and the kids are either locked in the 
trailers or left to roam the streets while the parents work té pro- 
vide tools for our soldiers. 

You haven’t seen any news pictures of a prominent lady reformer 
posing with these poor people in their garbage-strewn, rat-infested, 
pestilential mud puddles. There is no campaign to overcome the 
unfairness that keeps them in misery. Aren’t they the right color 
to deserve sympathy, or is their vote unimportant? 

If the uplifters have any passion for justice, or any capacity for 
compassion, or any pity for the neglected and abused, why are they 
silent concerning these “home front soldiers” whose plight disgraces 
our nation. They are people, too.

When millionaire George D. Widener, 
Ay oiding I itfalls president of Belmont Park and developer 
of Hialeah and other race tracks, died the other day in Pennsyl- 
Vania, one of sport’s most heated controversies ended, 

At least, it ended between the late Widener and his antagonist, 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis. Heirs may continue the fight, 
but it is believed they will yield to the wish of organized baseball 
and not continue to maintain an unhealthy situation. 

The background of the Widener-Landis battle is the Black 
Sox scandal of 1919, when the evil influence of gambling was 
exerted in professional baseball. Landis, who had estab- 
lished a great reputation on the bench, was hired at a great 
salary by major league baseball to see that such a thing never 
happened again. It never has. 

Landis has insisted that no men who have connections with any 
enterprise associated with gambling shall own stock in a major 
league team. And so that’s where Widener came in. He owned 
$5.000 worth of Philadelphia Phillies stock. 

When Widener died he was reported to be holding on to the stock 
only because he was angry about reports that he would be inves- 
tigated by Commissioner Landis. He considered it an imposition 
as a respectable citizen. No one will deny that. 

But Landis simply was on his toes as “watch dog” of pro- 
fessional baseball. He made the two-fisted John McGraw 
relinquish his holdings in Oriental Park, Havana. When 
Charles F. Adams built Suffolk Downs he had to leave base- 
ball. He once was head of the Boston Braves. Many promi- 
nent Americans with racing connections unsuccessfully have 
tried to buy into baseball. Landis will have none of it. A 
list of celebrities he has turned down would read like a 
Who's Who. 

Baseball owes this venerable commissioner a great deal. I re- 
cal] at the last meeting of baseball that he warned owners of a 
general breakdown in morals in this country, brought about. by 
war, and he said baseball would have to be more alert than ever 
to avoid possible pitfalls.

Fierce Fred Mullis, the big ham- 
mer man of the Blacksmiths, was 
the number one hammerer in the 
Smithie onslaught. 
two touchdowns and gained more 
ground consistently through the 
rugged Marist defense which held 
Jack Peek, leading G. I. A. A. 
scorer, in check except for a mag- 
nificent 50-yard punt return which 
was good for a touchdown. Mullis 
clicked off two touchdown runs 
which were matched by speedy 
George Vlass, who also did yeo- 
man’s duty in the backfield. 

FIRST HALF. 

The first quarter hadn’t been 
under way long when Smithie 
power began to assert itself. Peek 
returned one of Jack Carver’s 
punts seven yards to the Black- 
smiths’ 45. Mullis rammed to a 
first down at Marist’s 40 before 
Viass flipped an aerial to Busbin, 
who ran the last 25 yards for an 
apparent touchdown, but the play 
was called back and a clipping 
penalty put the Smithies at the 
Cadet 35.

Marist took the initiative during 
the rest of the quarter and once 
drove to the Smithie nine-yard 
line where they failed by a foot to 
make it a first down.

SECOND HALF.

they were minor, and went on. 
“Late that afternoon I found a 
spring and made camp there with 
plenty of fresh water. The next 
day I got up and got a coconut 
and opened it by beating the husk 
off on a sharp coral rock and that 
day I was able to eat the meat of 
the coconut which was the first 
solid food that I had been able to 
retain since the ship went down. 
From then on, there was plenty of 
fresh water and coconuts and my 
strength was on the upgrade. 


American Plane Stirs 


Hope for Rescue 

“There were no Jap installations 
or permanently stationed person- 
nel on that northeast corner of 
Arundel island. They had, how- 
ever, almost daily or nightly pa- 
trols in that area, which forced me 
to do quite a bit of dodging and to 
move my camp several times. On 
the 26th of July I made a perma- 
nent camp about a hundred yards 
in the jungles from my spring on 
the beach, which I occupied for 
the remainder of my stay on Arun- 
del island. 

“Out in front of my spring there 
was a salt and coral rock flat about 
a hundred yards square which ex- 
tended out to the edge of Hathorn 
sound and which, at low tide, was 
dry. There were other salt flats 
like this opening into each other 
all along the edge of Hathorn 
sound; small wooded patches 
which became islands at high tide, 
were along the outer edge. 

“The same day I made my per- 
manent camp, I attracted the at- 
tention of a iow-flying American 
TBF plane. I had felt that my one 
chance of escape would have to 
be to attract the attention of an 
American plane and that they 
would send some kind of boat to 
get/me. I knew where I was and 
it would be too hazardous an oper- 
ation to rescue me, but I never lost 
hope for my eventual rescue. — 

“This plane circled a dozen times 
very low and looked me over very 
carefully, often being so close that 
I could see the plane crew so well 
that I could almost identify them 
if lsaw them again. I don’t know 
what they reported, but I never re- 
ceived any assistance from any re- 
port they ever made. 

“Every night the Japanese ran 
barges and small boats from Vila 
plantation down Hathorn sound 
right by me to the coconut planta- 
tion at the lower end of Hathorn 
sound. These barges and boats Car-

Hero Hugh Miller Jr. Sure of Himself, Says Zipp Newman

Hugh Barr Miller, who fought 
a 43-day qne-man war against the 
Japs, was always sure of himself. 


Wallace Wade, who coached him 
at the University of Alabama, was 
sure Miller never would be found 
wanting under pressure. He saw 
him play football under pressure 
to be sure of his man, 

Miller, whose home is in Tus- 
caloosa, a stone’s throw from the 
Alabama campus, was a great, lit- 
tle running back, and a keen com- 
petitor. He played quarterback 
on those big Alabama teams that 
swept away most of their opposi- 
tion. He ended up where all 
good Alabama players like to end 
their football careers for Ole 
"Bama—calling signals for Wade’s 
last Alabama team in the 1931 


Rose Bowl—a great victory for 
Alabama over Washington State. 

You can bet the last sou Coach 
Wallace Wade and Hank Crisp, 
now with the Georgia Preflight 
school, aren’t surprised over Hugh 
Barr’s feats of heroism in the Sol- 
omons. Hugh Barr had an air of 
confidence about him in all things 
he did. He was sure of himself 
and ‘as his teammates used to say, 
“Hugh Barr can give you all the 
answers.” 

Atlantans should remember 
Hugh Barr Miller. You couldn’t 
miss him out there on the football 
field. He was the player with all 
the poise, so sure Alabama would 
win from Georgia Tech. And he 
contributed his part for he had 
something above the shoulders 
when it came to playing football. 

They are waiting in Tuscaloosa 
to give Hugh Barr the reception 


a hometown boy deserves when 
he returns to see his mother. They 
will declare a holiday and Hugh 
Barr will go down University 
avenue, sitting in the seat of 
honor. 

Hugh Barr Miller is the second 
Alabama hero to win fame in 
World War II. Little Johnny 
Roberts, who used to play on 
Frank Thomas’ Crimson. Tide, 
gave his life in the Battle of Mid- 
way. And in taking his plane 
down the funnels of one of the 
Japs’ big ships, he helped to make 
sure of the great victory of the 
United States at Midway. 

Yes, sir, you can believe all of 
Hugh Barr Miller’s account of his 
43-day one-man war and add 
much more. He is made of the 
stuff that wins wars for the Unit- 
ed States. 
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supplies to the Japanese fighting 
on New Georgia island. 

“The night of about the 2nd or 
3rd of August, what I thought was 
an American PT boat drifted very 
quietly down Hathorn sound and 
hid against the mangrove trees in 
the upper corner of the salt flat 
opening in front of me along the 
bank of Hathorn sound, by one of 
these little islands which I men- 
tioned earlier. When the Japanese 
barges loaded with soldiers came 
by them they cut these barges to 
pieces with their .50 caliber ma- 
chineguns and did one fine job of 
killing Japs. “Apparently not 
knowing whether there were any 
Japs behind them in the woods, 
as a precautionary measure, they 
sprayed the woods with a tommy 
gun. This tommy gun very nearly 
got me and kept me so in hiding 
that I was unable to get out to 
make any effort to reach them. 

“When they went to leave I 
tried to attract their attention, but 
I know you can’t yell ‘hey, Marine’ 
or ‘hey, Navy’ because the Japs 
have done so much of that that 
when anybody hears it they shoot 
in that direction. So the only way 
I could hurriedly think of to iden- 
tify myself was to run up a lean- 
ing tree, which I used for my look- 
out post, and sing the Marine 
hymn at the top of my voice. 

“By that time they were so busy 
fighting off Japs with their pistols 
as they moved out to get back to 
Rice Anchorage that they could 
not hear me. Shortly after our 
boat left Japanese boats came and 
picked up all the screaming, yell- 
ing Japanese survivors. 


Chances Detection To 
Get Dead Jap’s Clothing 


“The next morning I chanced 
detection by going out on the edge 
of Hathorn sound and robbed a 
dead Jap of his shoes, socks, bayo- 
net, grenade carrier, two hand 
grenades and five cans of horrible 
Japanese tinned beef. This tinned 
beef was almost impossible to eat, 
but I ate it every other day and 
it undoubtedly added to my 
strength. 

“A Japanese patrol came out 
that afternoon, probably looking 
for wounded. This patrol found 
where I had robbed this Japanese 
soldier, which they undoubtedly 
reported to their headquarters at 
Vila Plantation. After they had 
left I attracted the attention of a 
low-flying TBF plane. This plane 
circled me several times, looked 
me over carefully and dropped a 
small package containing a com- 
press bandage, a small bottle of 
— and one chocolate ration 


“This ration ‘D’ was the only 
square meal I had in 43 days; it 
cannot be too highly recommend- 
ed because it is highly concen- 
trated and actually contained 
enough vitamins and food value 
to give me extra energy for two 
days. It is my opinion that a 
man can eat half of a ration ‘D’ 
every other day to supplement a 
coconut diet and live almost in- 
definitely on a place like Arun- 
del, where he could find nothing 
edible except coconuts. 

“The iodine very probably 
saved my life because any coral 
cuts fester. Any sore festers in 
the jungles and my feet in par- 
ticular were getting in a pretty 
horrible condition, but the iodine 
and Japanese shoes and_ socks 
kept me on my feet and moving 
around. 

“No assistance to me in the 
way of rescue resulted from any 
report that this TBF plane may 
The Japs, 


Arundel island as a result of my 
robbing the dead Jap, sent a five- 
man patrol after me the follow- 
ing night. I saw them coming in 
the moonlight in the woods and 
retreated in front of them for a 
hundred yards to my permanent 
camp. They did not hear or see 
me at any time. 

“When it became evident that 
they were going to walk right into 
my camp, I decided to try out one 
of the two hand grenades that I 
had. When they were 30 yards 
frbm me in a close group, which 
I knew they had to be in order 
to’ come between two groups of 
thorn bushes, I tossed the Jap 
hand grenade in the middle of 
them and killed all five.

bayonets, ammunition, five more 
small cans of meat and other Jap 
gear. 

“I buried this party and plant- 
ed plants over the level graves 
so that there is no way of ever 
finding them. I used. the Jap 
uniforms for underclothes to re- 
place my greasy  underclothes, 
and used the Jap soap to get 
the fuel oil off me, which I had 
been unsuccessful in doing up to 
that time. All their gear was put 
to good: use. 

“Within the next three days, 
several other dead Japs drifted 
ashore and I robbed their bodies 
and increased my supply of Japa- 
nese personal effects and hand 
grenades; I never did get any fire- 
arms. Every night after this, pa- 
trols came looking for me. The 
Japs established machinegun nests 
in those little groups of woods on 
the edge of Hathorn Sound to pro- 
tect the movement of their supply 
boats and barges from such an oc- 
currence as had transpired when 
the PT boat shot them up. 


“On three different nights be- 
tween the Sth and the 14th of Au- 
gust, I slipped a mile and a half 
up the beach and heaved long- 
range hand grenades into Jap ma- 
chinegun positions. I know from 
the blood and some equipment I 
found the next day that I got some 
each time, but every night when 
the boats completed their runs 
they picked up these machinegun 
crews, so I do not know how much 
damage I did on those three occa- 
sions. Almost every day there 
were patrols which I eluded. 

“The last night I was there, the 
night of the 15th of August, they 
were within 3C yards of me. Had 
they come any closer, they would 
have gotten some more of their 
very good hand grenades, but they 
passed on. 

“The morning of the 16th of Au- 
gust at around 8:30 or 9 o’clock, 
I heard a low-flying plahe, which 
I identified by sound as a TBF, 
and I rushed out on my salt flat 
and waved a Jap towel and at- 
tracted the attention of the pilot, 
Lieutenant James R. Turner, U. S. 
M. C. R. He circled me once, sized 
up the situation, flew to Munda, 
and reported it to Major Vernon 
A. Peterson, U. S. M. C. R., in the 
Marine fighter headquarters. 
Within an hour although there 
were Jap planes in the air, Major 
Peterson reached me with his res- 
cue expedition. 

“This expedition was composed 
of Major Peterson, in command; 
Major Goodwin R. Luck, U. S. M. 
C. R., as pilot, and Master Ser- 
geant John J. Happer, U. S. M. C. 
R., in a ‘duck.’ In order to alight 
in front of me, this little plane 
was forced to circle within at least 
2,000 yards of Vila Plantation, 
which they did, turned and Lit on 
the water in Hathorn Sound in 
front of me.

“Seeing that I was weak, Major 
Peterson did not allow me to risk 
the danger of the last 40 yards of 
water to the plane but told me to 
wait until he could inflate the boat 
and come and get me. They had

boat, I went back into my camp 
and gathered up all the Jap gear 
that I personally prized. 

“T returned to the edge of the 
reef. Major Peterson started to- 
ward me in the boat. When he 
reached me I told him that this 
gear was important, so he loaded 
it in the boat and took it to the 
plane, returned, got me, and re- 
turned to the plane. We then 
cranked up and I was flown to 
Munda field in time for lunch, 
where I was put in the very ca- 
pable hands of Dr. Ward at a hos- 
pital. I stayed at Munda for two 
days, after which I was flown to 
Guadalcanal, where I got Ameri- 
can uniforms and some rest, and 
then was flown to Espiritu Santo. 

“In an effort to offer construc- 
tive criticism, I wish to mention 
some of the life raft and floater 
net equipment now provided by 
the Navy. I suggest that the con- 
tainers that emergency rations are 
kept in, if possible, be made more 
sturdy. I further suggest that the 
screw top be provided with some 
sort of handle, because when coat- 
ed with fuel oil, after having been 
sealed with paint, these contain- 
ers are very hard to open with 
the screw tops they now have. 

“IT highly recommend that more 
tins of malted milk tablets be in- 
cluded in these containers because 
the malted milk tablets are not 
only nourishing but they can be 
eaten without water. I cannot too 
strongly express myself on the 
subject of the remainder of the 
food in these emergency contain- 
ers. 

“The biscuits are nourishing and 
good and the meat is tasty, but 
the biscuits are so dry that not 
one bite of them can be swallowed 
without the assistance of water, 
and it is realized by everyone that 
the conservation of water is the 
most serious problem while adrift 
as a survivor. 

“Certainly there must be some 
canned bread which is semi-moist, 
or some other foodstuffs, which 
could be eaten without the use 
of water. I cannot too highly rec- 
ommend the Army chocolate ra- 
tion ‘D’.”

Should the war go on into next 
year and 1945, he said, congress 
should remove restrictions on 
other food products. He suggest- 
ed that inspected meat be brought 
into the United States from Mex- 
ico and Cuba. 

Representative Hope, Republi- 
can, Kansas, recalled that in 1931 
when La Guardia was a house 
member the mayor had voted for 
imposing restrictions on marga- 
rine. La Guardia said conditions 
have changed. 

Arthur Hopkins, Sherman, Tex-

Proposed by Herbert Hoover 


KANSAS CITY, Oct. 28.—(#)— 
Herbert Hoover, “impressed with 
a certain lack of reality” in cur- 
rent peace discussions, proposed 
tonight that leading victorious 
powers pool their control and “a 
people’s peace be written for a 
people’s war.” 

A world-wide institution or au- 
thority to maintain the peace 
sheuld be the last phase, he said. 

He opposed common citizenship, 
currency and military alliance 
with Britain as both unnecessary 
and dangerous, but instead called 
for collaboration among the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

“IT am one who believes that 
collaboration and co-operation be- 
tween Britain and the United 
States is the first necessity for 
peace. But collaboration does not 
require amalgamation.” 

The former president’s speech 
was for delivery before a meeting 
of the combined civic clubs of 
Kansas City. 

For 5,000 years the world has 
failed to make a permanent peace, 
he said, and “with the birth of 
total war the problems of peace 
have been infinitely multiplied. I 
am convinced we must abandon 
old formulae of peace-making and 
adopt a new approach to this gi- 
gantic problem.” 

For common ground in national 
thinking, he said, “‘we should dis-

liances as an instrument of peace. 
Never has a military alliance pro- 
duced peace, but many of them 
have nrodiueed wars, he said.

Mr. Hoover say as the greatest 
danger to peace the intense na- 
tionalism generated by the war, 
and said evidences of nationalism, 
already were obvious in proclama- 
tions by United Nations. “Mr. 
Stalin has not resisted” to speak 
of territorial expansion over 
previously independent peoples, 
Hoover said, and Mr. Churchill 
“has stated categorically that the 
British empire will not be liqui- 
dated ...” Mr. Chiang Kai-shek 
“states China will restore ancient 
boundaries wth all foreign squat- 
ters evicted” and Holland says 
she will recover her colonies. 

In proposing a Transition Per- 
iod, Hoover said it would be one 
of considerable time, in which the 
victorious nations would collabor- 
ate in control and should, at once, 
when firing ceases, “impose with- 
out argument certain urgent ne- 
cessities of disarming the enemy 
and certain measures for re-start- 
ing the political and economic life 
of the world.”

Quiets Rumor 
On Rationing 


To counteract rumors that cof- 
fee will be put hack on the ra- 
tioning list resulting from the ap- 
pearance of stamps marked “cof- 
fee” in the new No. 4 book, the 
National Coffee Association, a 
nonprofit co-operative organiza- 
tion, has announced that it will 
contribute $5,000 to the USO if 
coffee becomes rationed again in 
this war. 

At a press conference yester- 
day in New York, George C. 
Thierbach, president of the organ- 
ization, explained that coffee 
stamps appear in the new book 
simply because it was printed be- 
fore coffee rationing was elimi- 
nated. 

“Supplies of coffee are more 
than ample,” he said. “Imports 
are normal and shipping facilities 
are better than they were when 
the elimination of rationing was 
first announced.”

However, we retain the one great right of a free and 
secret ballot, which insures the return of these rights at the end 
of the war. 

This war is being fought for four great freedoms—freedom of 
religion, freedom from want, freedom from fear, and freedom of 
expression; in the press, by assembly, and in any way that infor- 
mation reaches the people. They know that different types of 
information will be given the people and it will require education 
on their part to decide what they believe in and what they wish 
to uphold. The study of our own Bill of Rights will help us to 
help the world to attain these basic freedoms, and it will help 
us also jealously to guard the expression of our will through a 
secret ballot.
